Carbon capture cash 

Federal, Alberta governments promise $779M for GHG-storage project 


The federal and Alberta 
governments have prom¬ 
ised $779 million to help a 
large private-sector com¬ 
pany build a project that 
could eventually see one 
million tonnes of 
greenhouse gases inject¬ 
ed underground. 

“Carbon capture and 
storage has the potential 
to help us balance our 
need for energy with our 
duty to protect the envi¬ 
ronment,” Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper said yes¬ 
terday as he announced 
the $ 1.4-billion project at 
TransAlta Corp.’s 400- 
megawatt coal-fired gener¬ 
ating station just west of 
Edmonton. 

The Alberta government 
has promised $436 million, 
the majority coming over 
15 years, to TransAlta 
while $343 million is k 
to come from Ottawa. 
TransAlta will pay for 
the rest. 

TransAlta presi¬ 
dent Steve Snyder i 
said the company 
will make a final 
decision on 
project’s feasi¬ 
bility 

about a year 
and, if it’s 


proved, expects it to start 
sending carbon dioxide un¬ 
derground for long-term 
storage in 2015. 

“We’ll do an engineering 
study just to be sure 
we believe 
will be 
good in¬ 
vest¬ 
ment,” 

Snyder 
said. 

“Every- 
thing 

we’ve seen 
today says 
this is a go. 

“By 2015, 
we should be 
capturing and 
sequestering 
one 



million tonnes of carbon 
(annually).” 

It’s the second such an¬ 
nouncement in as many 
weeks for the two govern¬ 
ments. Last week, 
announced 
$865 million 
for a $1.35- 
billion car¬ 
bon capture 
and storage 
project at 
Shell’s Scot- 
ford oilsands 
upgrader 
near Edmon- 
p ton. 

Carbon cap¬ 
ture and 
stor¬ 


age is an attempt to reduce 
greenhouse gas emissions 
from large industrial 
sources by separating car¬ 
bon dioxide from other 
gases, collecting it and 
then transporting it 
through pipelines and stor¬ 
ing it deep underground — 
forever, proponents hope 
— in saline aquifers or 
porous rocks. 

Although all aspects of 
the technology have been 
used in smaller facilities, 
carbon capture and storage 
is largely untried at scales 
large enough to make a dif¬ 
ference to climate change. 
If they proceed, both the 
Scotford and TransAlta proj¬ 
ects would be among a 
handful of projects 
around the 
world that 
store more 
than a mil¬ 
lion tonnes 
of carbon 
dioxide un¬ 
derground 
a year.

Hundreds of Edmonton’s 
low income and homeless 
population show up at the 
Mustard Seed Church six 
evenings a week for a 
warm meal. 

June Culbertson is one of 
those people. The 63-year- 
old aboriginal grandmother 
not only comes by for the 


food and the friendship, 
she also works part-time at 
the church as a cleaning la- 

dy. 

Between her part-time 
job and her monthly al¬ 
lowance from the govern¬ 
ment, she barely has 
enough money to pay for 
her home, her bills and put 
food on the table. If she 
were by herself, that would 
be one thing, but Culbert¬ 
son is raising five grand¬ 
children, making it very dif¬ 
ficult to get by. 

“I try my best,” Culbert¬ 
son said. “I get very tired 


“I get very tired and 
sometimes I feel 
like giving up, but I 
don’t give up.”

and sometimes I feel like 
giving up, but I don’t give 
up, I just keep going be¬ 
cause I’m doing it for them. 
They’re my life.” 

Culbertson’s grandchil¬ 
dren are between the ages 
of four and 16. 

“They only have me and 
they’ve had a really tough 


life,” she said. “I try to do it 
on my own but when it gets 
really difficult I know I can 
come here and get help.” 

Culbertson gets help 
from the Mustard Seed 
from time-to-time when 
she needs bread or some¬ 
thing to feed her grandchil¬ 
dren. But even though she’s 
clearly in a position where 
she needs help, she knows 
it’s give and take. 

“I’ve been volunteering 
here for a long time ... I 
don’t feel so bad for tak¬ 
ing,” she said. “Sometimes I 
don’t know how I make it

University researchers allege Imperial Tobacco Canada destroyed seven million pages of 
research that included scores of studies showing the devastating impact of smoking. The Uni¬ 
versity of Waterloo researchers have examined 60 scientific studies conducted between 1967 
and 1984 , and published their findings in the Canadian Medical Association Journal. They say 
that one of the studies shows tobacco company researchers exposing hamsters to cigarette

Torture was possible, 
diplomat warned 

Official advised feds of prisoner abuse in buried reports 


A Canadian diplomat 
warned the federal 
government in writing 
early in 2006 that Afghan 
prisoners faced the possi¬ 
bility of torture — reports 
that have been smothered 
under a blanket of nation¬ 
al security. 

The politically explosive 
revelation was made in an 
affidavit filed by Richard 
Colvin — now an intelli¬ 
gence officer with the For¬ 
eign Affairs Department — 
to the Military Police Com¬ 
plaints Commission, 
which once again ad¬ 
journed public hearings 
yesterday. 

The inquiry, which is 
looking at what military

2006, and the other on 
June 2, 2006 — were dis¬ 
tributed widely in the For¬ 
eign Affairs and Defence 
Departments, including to 
senior military command¬ 
ers in both Ottawa and 
Kandahar.

Birther leader fined 

U.S. judge dings leader of group that 
questions Obama's citizenship $20,000 


A Georgia federal judge 
fined a leader of the 
movement challenging 
U.S. President Barack 
Obama's citizenship and 
warned her against using 
the legal system to pursue 
“political rhetoric and 
insults.” 

U.S. District Judge Clay D. 
Land’s scathing 43-page or¬ 
der yesterday said Califor¬ 
nia lawyer and dentist Orly 
Taitz filed “frivolous” litiga¬ 
tion and attempted to mis¬ 


use the federal courts to 
push a political agenda. 

Taitz, a leader of the so- 
called birther movement, 
sued on behalf of Army 
Capt. Connie Rhodes, who 
sought to avoid deployment 
to Iraq by claiming Obama 
wasn’t bom in the U.S. and 
that he was “an illegal 
usurper, unlawful pretender 
and unqualified impostor.” 
Documents show the presi¬ 
dent was bom in Hawaii. 

Land had already dis¬ 


missed the lawsuit, but Taitz 
continued filing motions. 
He said he fined her $20,000 
“as a deterrent to prevent 
future misconduct and to 
protect the integrity of the 
court.” 

“The absolute absence of 
any legitimate legal argu¬ 
ment, combined with the 
political diatribe in her mo¬ 
tions, demonstrates that Ms. 
Taitz’s purpose is to advance 
a political agenda,” Land 

wrote. THE ASSOCIATED PRESS

California The first photo 
of Jaycee Dugard since she 
was reunited with her fami¬ 
ly after 18 years in captivity 
shows a smiling woman 
with long, light brown hair. 

Dugard, now 29, told Peo¬ 
ple magazine she’s “so hap¬ 
py to be back with my fami¬ 
ly” after being reunited 
Aug. 27. Dugard is living 
with her mother and two 
daughters —Angel, 15, and 
Starlit, 11 — fathered by 
her alleged kidnapper, 
Phillip Garrido. Authorities 
say Dugard and her daugh¬ 
ters lived in a hidden en¬ 
campment of sheds and 
tents in Garrido’s backyard. 

Garrido and his wife, 
Nancy, have been charged 
with kidnapping and rape 
inDugard’s 1991 disappear¬ 
ance outside her home. The 
Garridos have pleaded not

been at all kind to 
Couples Retreat 
(The Globe and 
Mail warns, “Cou¬ 
ples, Retreat”) but the ro¬

Date movies, like family 
movies, aren’t designed to 
have particular appeal to 
anyone in particular, but to 
be tolerable compromise 
entertainment for every¬ 
body.

Healing through truth, reconciliation 



I met Desmond Tutu in 
1990 when interviewing 
him about the dismantling 
of apartheid in South Africa. 
I greatly admired Tutu’s per¬ 
sonal risk-taking in the 
cause of liberation for South 
Africans. 

My admiration grew even 
deeper five years later as he 
began chairing the South 
African Truth and Reconcili¬ 
ation Commission. 


While aware of the 
shameful past of South 
African apartheid, most 
Canadians were far less 
aware about our own socie¬ 
tal sins regarding aboriginal 
residential schools. These 
schools led to untold suffer¬ 
ing and cultural loss. 

Since 2003, the United 
Church of Canada has 
worked with other church¬ 
es and aboriginal and sur¬ 
vivor groups to promote a 
national truth-telling and 
healing process. Over the 
next five years, we will all 
have the opportunity to par¬ 
ticipate in a Truth and Rec-

onciliation Commission 
through national and com¬ 
munity events. 

Today, with survivors, 
aboriginal, church and gov¬ 
ernment leaders, I will join 
Gov. Gen. Michaelle Jean to 
mark a renewed effort in 
our own truth-telling and 
healing process. 

Acknowledging wrongdo¬ 
ing is the first step on the 
road of repentance. At the 
United Church, we have 
worked hard to become in¬ 


formed and responsive to 
the harmful impact of the 
residential schools on Abo¬ 
riginal Peoples and their 
cultures. We have apolo¬ 
gized to former residential 
school students, their fami¬ 
lies and communities. But 
there is much more listen¬ 
ing and, we trust, healing 
ahead of us. 

Today, all Canadians are 
being given the opportunity 
to come to terms with our 
own national shame — and 
with the promise of healing.

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Stand by for a border boom 

As loonie bounces back, retailers fear shoppers will flee to U.S. 


The loonie edged closer to 
parity yesterday, stoking 
Canadian retailers' fears 
that their recent sales 
gains will soon be fleeing 
south of the border. 

Bank of Montreal econo¬ 
mist Douglas Porter says 
there is already anecdotal 
evidence that cross-border 
shopping — a victim of the 
recession and the loonie’s 
tumble earlier this year — 


may be reviving. 

“The chatter I’m hearing 
is there were big lineups at 
the border to get back into 
Canada on Monday night,” 
he said. 

Porter recently compiled 
a comparison of prices be¬ 
tween Canada and the U.S. 

The price gap that was as 
high 20 per cent in sum¬ 
mer 2008, was down to 6.8 
per cent a year later.

of July when the Canadian 
dollar was valued at about 
92 cents US.

Porter said that would 
make his basket of goods 
in Canada about 12 per 
cent more expensive than 
in the U.S., a gap he be¬ 
lieves will convince shop¬ 
pers the trip south is

Canada’s battered forest 
industry faces a new 
threat on the horizon that 
could kill thousands of 
jobs as reports suggest 
the United States is 
looking to bolster its 
biomass subsidy, says the 
Forest Products

Association president 
Avrim Lazar says U.S. pro¬ 
ducers would gain a new 
competitive advantage un¬ 
less Ottawa develops a na¬ 
tional strategy and provides 
substantial funding to har¬ 
ness the country's potential 
to become a bioenergy su¬ 
perpower. 

“If the U.S. and European 
government subsidize the 
movement of their indus¬ 
tries in that direction, 
we’re going to lose tens of 


thousands of jobs and we're 
going to lose a huge oppor¬ 
tunity,” he said in an inter¬ 
view 

Left unmatched, an ex¬ 
panded U.S. program will 
lead to mill closures, Lazar 
added. The Canadian indus¬ 
try has lost tens of thou¬ 
sands of jobs in recent 
years as the global reces¬ 
sion has wiped out demand 
for lumber, pulp and paper. 

The U.S. biomass crop as¬ 
sistance program, included 
in a 2008 farm bill, is de¬ 
signed to support the shift 
from fossil fuels to renew¬ 
able energy. It is expected 
to provide about $25 mil¬ 
lion US in subsidies this 
year to convert one million 
tonnes of scrap wood and 
chips to energy.

Reality TV show changed Rebecca Hardy's life

Rebecca Hardy’s life 
changed exactly two years 
ago, when the aspiring 
model won cycle two of 
Canada’s Next Top Model. 

“Fve had the opportunity 
to model in Milan, England, 
New York and all over 
Canada,” said Hardy, who 
worked at JM Schneiders 
before the win, preparing 
meats to be processed. 

“Fve met some huge 
celebrities and had the op¬ 
portunity to walk many red 
carpets. Fve been part of 
some huge show produc¬ 
tions and music videos.” 

She will walk in several 
shows during Toronto Fash¬ 
ion Week, which starts on 
Monday. 

Hardy — who stands five- 
foot-11 and is often recog¬ 
nized for her red hair and 
blunt bangs — was bom in 
Burnaby, B.C., and moved 
to Mannheim, Ont., in the 
first grade. She first became 
interested in modelling 
during her senior year of 
high school, when a friend 
asked Hardy to model some 
clothing she designed for a 
school fashion show. 

“I was really nervous be¬ 
cause I didn’t feel comfort¬ 
able at all in front of an au¬ 
dience,” she said. 

“I was practically shak¬ 
ing, but when I got on 
stage, I completely 
changed. I loved it. This 
opened my eyes to model¬ 
ling and made me want to 
pursue it more.” 

She signed with Ontario- 
based Cameo Models at 19 
and applied to Canada’s 
Next Top Model a few years 
later. For winning the com¬ 
petition, Hardy received a 
$100,000 contract with 
Procter & Gamble, a model¬ 
ling contract with Toronto- 
based Sutherland Models 
and an editorial spread in 
Fashion magazine. 

Hardy says while the 
competition was often 
much more stressful than 
depicted on television — 
participants regularly 
worked long days on little 
sleep — she wouldn’t trade 
the experience for any¬ 
thing.

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Reaction to blackface skit 
‘appropriate’: Connick Jr. 


Singer says 
he was right 
to express 
outrage on 
TV program 

Harry Connick Jr. says he 
did the right thing by 
expressing his outrage at 
a blackface skit poking fun 
at the Jackson Five in Aus¬ 
tralia last week. 

“I’m pleased with the 
way I handled the situa¬ 
tion,” the 42-year-old 
American singer and ac¬ 
tor told reporters yester¬ 
day in Hong Kong, where 
he was promoting his new 
album Your Songs. 

“I handled it in exactly 
the manner I thought was 
appropriate,” he said. 

The skit was featured 
on an Australian TV vari¬ 
ety show where Connick 
was a guest judge. Four 
men in blackface and 
with Afro wigs sang and 
danced behind a Michael 
Jackson impersonator 
wearing white makeup. 
Connick gave the per¬ 
formance a zero score.

The host of Hey Hey It’s 
Saturday, Daryl Sommers, 
apologized to Connick at 
the end of the live show. 

Connick said in re¬ 
sponse, “I just want to 
say, on behalf of my coun¬ 
try, I know it was done 
humourously, but we’ve 
spent so much time trying 
to not make black people 
look like buffoons, that 
when we see something 
like that we take it really 
to heart.”

” Some Australians said 
they were embarrassed 
such a racist sketch had 
been broadcast, while oth¬ 
ers said detractors were 
too politically correct and 
that the skit was funny. 

Connick said he can¬ 
celled an autograph ses¬ 
sion and interviews in 
Sydney after the show to 
let the controversy die 
down. 

“It was very hot. It was a 
subject that was very, very 
controversial. So we just 
decided to take a couple 
of days off. I wasn’t wor¬ 
ried about physical 
harm,” he said. 

Blackface once was a part 
of minstrel shows in the 
United States, with whites 
playing stock black charac¬ 
ters — usually demeaning 
stereotypes — after rub¬ 
bing coal, grease or shoe 
polish on their faces.

METHOD:

2. Add olive oil and beer.
